SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  CF  THE  AREA 

The  unemployment  which  occurred  during  1 952  and  which  was  more  or 
less  confined  to  Cotton  Operatives  was  less  prevalent  during 

Most  of  the  mills  in  Padiham  run  their  own  canteens  and  these  should 
he  encouraged  and  used  more  than  they  are,  "by  the  workers. 

The  County  Council  has  control  of  two  nurseries  in  the  area  where 
children  under  school  age,  of  women  engaged  in  industry  are  looked  after* 

The  staff  in  these  nurseries  have  “been  instructed  to  isolate  or  send  home 
any  child  who  is  not  well  and  thus  prevent  infections  from  spreading. 

All  the  schools  in  the  district  provide  dinners  for  the  children 
and  this  is  to  he  highly  commended. 

In  connection  with  the  welfare  of  the  old  people,  a  voluntary 
association  has  heen  set  up  and  is  doing  valuable  work,  such  as,  letter 
writing,  doing  shopping  when  necessary,  giving  advise  and  arranging  for 
domestic  help  in  cases  of  sickness. 

So  far  as  the  health  of  the  aged  is  concerned  there  is  no  douht  that 
the  sons  and  daughters  will  have  to  hear  their  fair  share  of  looking  after 
them  and  not  leave  it  to  others. 

A  hostel  for  the  aged  people  is  completed  and  occupied  and  is 
proving  a  huge  success. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  heen  rather  disturbed  about  arrangements 
for  relief  duty  especially  at  nights  in  Midwifery  hut  so  far  as  Padihain  is 
concerned  no  complaints  have  heen  received  and  the  rota  system  is  working 
very  satisfactorily,  hut  I  still  think  there  is  room  for  a  second  resident 
midwife  in  the  area. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  has  heen  fairly  good  during  the  year 
and  so  far  as  recreations  are  concerned  full  advantage  was  taken  of  all 
the  facilities  controlled  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the  various  Sunday 
Schools . 

Since  the  Clean  Air  Act  became  operative  in  Area  No.  1  ,,  in  1961  , 
a  definite  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  in  this  area  has 
taken  place.

All  new  cases  are  thoroughly  investigated  and  followed  up,  and  all 
the  new  threatments  are  showing  -excellent  results  as  shown  by  the 
decreased  death  rate  "from  Tuberculosis .  Immediate  contacts  are  X-rayed, 
given  the  Montoux  Test  and  examined  by  the  Chest  Physician. 


It  is  "ifty  firm  contention  that  the  Mass  Radiographic  Unit  should 
visit  our  area  more  frequently,  say  alternate  years,  and  in  this  way, 
keep  tuberculosis  under  better  control,
